ditation of Gods word) be ſtirred vp to godlineſſe themſelues, and be more able 
to exhort others by wholeſome doctrine, and to confute them that were aduerſa- 
ries to the trueth. And further that the people (by dayly hearing of holy Scrip- 
ture read in the Church) ſhouſd continually profit more and more in the know- 
ledge ot God, and be the more enflamed with rhe lone of his true Religion. But 
theſe many yeeres paſſed, this godly and decent order of the ancient Fathers hath 
been ſoaltered, broken and neglected, by planting in vncertaine Stories, Legends, 
Reſponds, Verſes,vaitie repetitions, Commemorations, and Synodals, that com- 
monly when any booke of the Bible was begun, before three or foure Chapters 
were read out, all the reſt were vnread. And in this fort the booke of Eſai was be- 
gun in Aduent, and the booke' of Geneſis in Septuageſima: but they were one- 
ly begun, and neuer read through. After like ſort were other boo kes of holy 


Scripture vſed. And moreouer, whereas Saint Paul would haue ſuch language 


ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they might vnderſtand, and haue profit by 
hearing the ſame: the ſeruice in this Church of England theſe many yeeres, hath 
been read in Latine to the people, which they vnderſtand not: ſo that they haue 
heard with their cares onely, and their heart, ſpirit, and minde haue not beene 
edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers haue 
diuided the Pſalmes into ſeuen portions, whereof euery one was called a No- 
curne: now of late time a few of them haue been dayly ſaid, and oft repeated, 
and the reſt vtterly omitted. Moreouer, the number and hardneſſe of the rules 
called the pie, and the manifold changings of the Seruice, was the cauſe, that to 
turne the booke onely was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there 
was more buſineſſe to finde out what ſhould be read , then to read it when it was 


found out.

Theſe inconueniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet foorth ſuch an order, 
whereby the ſame hall bee redreſſed. And for a readineſſe in this matter, here is 
drawen outa Kalender for that purpoſe, which is plaine and eaſie to be vnderſtan- 
ded, wherein (ſo much as may be) the reading of the holy Scripture is ſo ſet forth, 
that allthings ſhall be done in order, without breaking one piece from another. 
For this cauſe be cut off Anthemes, Reſponds, Inuitatories, and ſuch like things as 
did breake the continuall courſe of the reading ofthe Scripture. Yet becauſe there 
is no remedy , but that of neceſſitie there muſt be ſome rules: therefore certaine 
rules are here ſet forth, which as they be few in number, ſo they be plaine and caſlic 
to be vnderſtood. So that here you haue an order for prayer ( as touching the rea- 
ding of holy Scripture) much agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fa- 
thers, anda great deale mare profitable and commodious then that which of late 
was vſed. It is more profitable , beauſc here are left out many things, whereof 
fome be vntrue, ſome vncertaine, ſome vaine and ſuperſtitious, and nothing is or- 
dained to be read, but the very pure word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which 
is euidently grounded vpon the ſame, and that in ſuch a language and order, as is 
moſt caſie and plaine for the vnderſtanding both of the readers and hearers. It is 
alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſſe thereof, and for the plainneſſe of 
the order, and for that the rules be few and eaſie. Furthermore, by this order the 
Curates ſhall need none other bookes for their puhlike ſeruice, but this b zoke and 
the Bible. By meanes whereof, the people ſhall not bee at ſo great charges for 
bookes, as in times paſt they haue been. . 122 

And where heretofore there hath been great diuerſitie in ſaying, and ſinging in 
Churches within this Realme, ſome following Salisbury vſe, ſome Hereford vſe, 
and ſome the vſe of Bangor, ſome of Yorke, ſome of Lincolne: Now from hence- 
forth all the whole Realme ſhall haue but one vie. And if any will iudge this way 
more painefull, becauſe that all things muſt be read vpon the booke; whereas be- 


fore by the reaſon of ſo oft repetition they could ſay many things by heart: if 


thoſe men wil weigh their labour, with the profit and knowledge which daily they 
ſhall obtaine by reading vpon the Booke, they will not refuſe the paine, in conſide- 
ration of the great profit that ſhall enſue thereof. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt be fo plainely ſet foorth, but doubts may 
ariſe in the vſe and practice of the ſame: to appeaſe all ſuch diuerſity (if any a- 
riſe) and for the reſolution of all doubts concerning the manner how to vnder- 
ſtand, doe and execute the things contained in this Booke: The parties that ſo 
doubt, or diverſly take any thing , ſhall al way reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe, 

who by his diſcretion [hall take order for the quieting and appeaſing of the 

ſame, ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained 
in this Booke.

But what would Saint Auguſtine haue laid, if he had ſeene the Cere⸗ 

monies of late dayes vſed geb wherunto the multitude vled in his 
time was not to be compared: This our exceſſive multitude of Ceremo⸗ 
nies was ſo great, and many of them ſo darte, that they did moze con⸗ 
found and darken,then declare and ſet fozth Chꝛiſts benefits vnto vs. 

- Andbeſides this, Chꝛiſts Goſpel is not à ceremoniall law (as much of 
Moſes law was) but it is a Religion to ſerue God; not in bondage ot the 
figure oz ſbadow, but in the freedom ofthe ſpirit, being content only with 
thoſe Ceremonies which doe ſerne to a decent oꝛder, and godly diſcipline, 
and ſuch as be apt to ſtirre vp the dull minde ol man to the remembzance 
ol his duty to God, bx ſome notable and ſpectall ſignification, whereby he 
might be edified, n & > 

Furthermoꝛe, the mot weighty caule of the aboliſbment of certaine 
Ceremonies was, that they Were ſofarre abuſed, partly by the ſuperſti⸗ 
tious blindneſſe of the rude and vnlearned, and partly by the vnſatiable 
auarice of ſuch as ſought moze their owne lucre, then the gloꝛp of God, 
that the abuſes could not well be taken away, the thing remaining till, 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which peraduenture will bee of- 
fended, foz that ſome of the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill: if they con⸗ 
ſider, that without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſſible to keepe any oꝛder. 
92 quiet diſcipline in the Church they ſballeaſily perceiue iuſt cauſe to re⸗ 
fozme their iudgements. And it they thinne much that any of the old doe 
remaine, and would rather haue all deuiled mew: then ſuch men gran⸗ 
ting ſome Ceremonies conuenient to be had, lurely where the old may be 
well vled, there they cannot reatonablp tepzooue the old, onely foz their 
age, without bew2aying of their owne folly;Foz in fuch acaſe they ought 
rather: to haue reuerence vntothem foz their antiquity; if they will de- 
clare themſelues to bemoze ſtudidus of vnity and concoꝛd, then of inno⸗ 
uations and new fanglenes,wblch (as much as may be; with the true lets 
ting koꝛth of Chꝛiſts Religion) is alwayestd'beeſchewed, Furthermoze, 
ſuch hall haue no iuſt cauſe with the C eremonies reſerued to bee offens. 
ded, Foꝛ as thoſe be taken a way which were moſtabuſled, and did burden 
mens conſcrences without any cauſe:ſo the other that remaine are retai⸗ 

ned foꝛ a diſcipline and oꝛder, which (vpon iuſt cauſes) may be altered and 

changed, and thertoze are not to be eſteemed equall with Gods Law. and 
moꝛeouex, ther be neicher dark noz dumb Ceremonies; but are lo ſet fozth 
that euer v man may vnderſtand what they doe meane, and to what vſe 
they doe ſerue. Sothat it is not line that they in time to come, ſhould be 

abuſed ag gther haus beene. And in thetle dur doings we condemne no o- 
ther Hations. noꝛ pꝛeſcribe any thing but to bur owWne people onely. Foz

But 
they laid, Not on the holy day, leſt there bee an vpꝛoꝛe among 
the people. When Jelus was in Bethany inthe houſe of Dt- 
mon the leper, there came vnto him a woman, hauing an Alas 
baſter boxe of pꝛetious oyntment, and powered it on his head 
as he late at the booꝛd. But when his £

ficiples ſaw it, they 
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had indignation, ſaying, w9hereto lerneth this waſtes This 
ointment might haue been well ſold, and giuen to the pooꝛe.

But 
all this was done, that the ſcriptures of the Prophets might 
be fulfilled, Then all che diſciples toꝛlooke him, and fled. And 
they tooke Jeſus , and led him to Caiaphas the high Pꝛieſt, 
where the Dcribes and the Elders were allembled.

And other lmote him on the kate with the 
palme ok their hands laying, Tell vs, thou Chniſt, who is hee 
that ſmote thee: Peter late without in the Court, and a Da⸗ 
molell tame to him, ſaying, Thou allo waſt with Jelus ol 
Galilee. But he denied befoze them all, ſaying, IJ wote not 
what thou layeſt. when he was gone out into the poꝛch, an 
other wench law him, and laid vnto them that were there, 
This fellow was alſo with Jeſus of Nazareth. And a⸗ 
gaine hee denied with an oath, ſaying, Þ doenot knowthe 
man. Aftera while came vnto him they that ſtood by, aud 
ſatd vnto Peter, Durely thou art euen one of them, foꝛ thy 
ſpeech bew2ayeth thee. Then began he to curſe and toſweare 
that he knew not the man. Audtmmediatly the cocke crew, 
And Peter remembꝛed the woꝛd ol Peſus, which ſayd vnto 
him, 2Bekoze the cocke crow, thou thalt dente mee thzice: 
and he went out, and Wept bitterly, When the moꝛning was 
tome, all the chiefe pꝛieſts and Elders of the people held a 
Councellagainſt Jelus to put him to death, and bꝛought him 
bound, and deliuered him bnto Pontius Pilate the Deputie. 
Then Judas which had betrayed him (ſeeing that hee was 
condemned) repented himſelfe,and brought againe the thirty 
plates of ſiluer to the chiefe Pꝛieſts and Elders, ſaping, J 
haue linned, betraying the innotent blood. And they laid, 
What is that to vs: ſee thou to that. And hee taſt downe the 
ſilner plates in the Temple, and departed, and went and han⸗ 
ged himlelke. And the chieke Pꝛieſts tooke the liluer plates, 
and ſaid, It is not lawfull foz to put them into the trealurte, 
becaule it is the pzice of blood, And they tooke tounlaile, and 
bought with them a potters field to byry ſtrangers in. voher⸗

vntill this day. Then was fulfilled that which was ſpoken 
by Jeremie the Pꝛophet, ſaying, And they tooke thirty liluer 
plates, the pꝛite of him that was valued, whom they bought 
of the childzen of Pſrael, and gaue them fo2 the potters field, 
as the Lozd appointed me. Jelus ſtood befoze the Deputte, 
and the Deputie alked him, ſaying, Art thou the King of the 
Jewes: Jelus ſaid vnto him, Thou ſayeſt, And when 


hee 
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hee was attuled ofthe chiefe Pꝛieſts and Elders, hee unlwe⸗ 
red nothing. Then laid Pilate vuto him, Heareſt thon not 
how many Witneſles they lay againſt thee « And hee anlwe⸗ 
ted him to neuer a woꝛd, inſomuch that the Deputy maruel- 
led greatly, At that feaſt the Deputie was wont to deli⸗ 
ner vnto the people a pztſoner whom they would deſire. Hee 
had then a notable. paiſoner, called Barabbas. Therefoze 
when they were gathered together, Pilate ſaid, Whether will 
pee that J giue looſe vnto you Barabbas, oz Jeſus Which is 
called Chꝛiſt: Foz hee knew that foz enuy they had deltuered 
him. When hee was ſet downe to gite iudgement, his wife 
lent vnto him, ſaying, aue thou nothing to doe with that iuſt 
man, foꝛ J haue ſuffered this day many things in my leepe, 
becauſe of him.

Then let he Barabbas tlooſe vnto them, and ſcourged Jeſus, 
and deliuered him to bie crucified. Then the louldters of the 
Deputie tooke Jeſus into the common Hall, and gathered

What ſhall J fay vnto you * ſhall Jpzaiſe you « In this J 
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ye the Congregation of God, and ſhame them that haue not: 


p:aile you not. That which J delinered vnto yon, J receined 
ofthe 3Lo2d, Fozthe Lozd Jeſus, the ſame night in which 
hee was betrayed, tooke bꝛead, and when hee Had ginen 
thankes, Hee bzake it, and ſaid, Take yee, and eate this is my 
body Which is bꝛoken foꝛ you : this do ye inthe remembꝛance 
ofme. After the lame manner allo he tooke the cup when lup⸗ 
per was done, ſaping, This cup is the new Teſtament in my 
blood: this doe, as oft as pee dzinke it in remembzance of 
mee. Foꝛ as often as pe ſhall eate this bzead, and dꝛinke ol this 
cup, pee ſhall chew the Lozds death till hee tome. Wherefo:e 
whoſocuer hall eate of this bꝛead, and dꝛinke of this cup of 
the Loꝛd vnWozthily, halbe guilty of the body and blood of 
the Loꝛd. But let a man examine himlelfe, and lo let him 
eate ol the bꝛead, and dꝛinke ofthe tup. Foz hee that eateth 
and dzinketh vnwoꝛthilp, eateth and dꝛinketh his owne dams 
nation, becauſe hee maketh no difference of the Loꝛds bodie. 
Foz this cauſe many are weake and ſicke among pou, and 
many ſleepe.

And they were themoze 
i te, laying.Hee mooueth the people, teaching thozoWout all 
Jewꝛie, and began at Galilee,cuen to this place. When Pilate 
eard mention of Galilee, hee aſked whether the man were 
of Galilee. And as ſoone as he knew that hee belonged vnto 
Herods turildiction, hee ſent him to Herod, which was allo 
at Hieruſalem at that time. And when Herodſaw Jelus, he 
was erceeving glad, foꝛ hee was deſirous to fee him ofalong 
ſeaſon, becauſe hee had heard many things ok him, aud hee 
truſted to haue.ſcene ſome miracles done by him. Thenhee 
queſtioned with him many woꝛds: but he anfweredhimno- 
thing. The high Pꝛieſts and Scribes ſtood foozth, and accu⸗ 
ſed him ſtraitly. And Herod with his men of warre delpi⸗ 
led him. And when hee had mocked him, hee arayed him in 
white tlothing and lent him againe to Pilate. And the ſame 
day Pilate and Herod were made friends together: foz be⸗ 
loꝛe they were at variance. And Pilate called together the 
high Pꝛieſts, and the Rulers, and the people, and laid vnto 
them, Yee haue bꝛought this man vnto mee, as one that per⸗ 
uerteth the people, and behold, J examine him befoze you, 
and kinde no fault in this man of thoſe things whereof pee 
accuſe him, no no2 yet Herod. Fo2 J ſent pon vntohtm, 
and loe, nothing wozthy of death is done vnto him: J will 
therefoze chaſten him and let him looſe. Foz of neceſſity hee 
muſt hane let one looſe to them at that Feaſt. And all the peo⸗ 
ple cryed at once, laping, Away with him, and deliner vs Ba- 
rabbas (which foꝛ a certaine inſurrection made in the Cite, 
and foꝛ amurder, was caſt into pꝛilon.) Pilate ſpake againe 
vnto them, willing to let Jeſus looſe. But theperped, ſaying, 
Crucifie him, crucifie him, Hee ſaid vnto them the third time, 
What euill hath he done: I finde no caule of death in him: J 
will therefoꝛe chaſten Him, and let him goe. And they cryed 
with loud voyces, requiring that he might be crucified, And 
the voyces of them and of the high Pzteſts pzenailed. And 
Pilate gaue ſentence, that it chould bee as they required: 
and hee let looſe vnto them him, that foz inſurrection and 
murder wascalt into pꝛilon, whom they had deſired. And

| would. And as they led him away, they caught one Simon 
bol Cyzetie comming out of the field, and on him laid they 
the Croſle , that he might beare it after Jeſus.

{ backe.vnto them, andſayd, Yee daughters ok Hierulalem, 
weept not foꝛ me, but weepe foꝛ your ſelues, and foꝛ pour chil⸗ 
dꝛen : For behold, the dayes will tome, in the which they 
hall tau, Happyarethe barren, and the wombes that neuer 
bare, and the paps which neuer gaue lucke. Then ſhall 
they begtn to ſay: to the mountaines, Fall on vs: and 9 
the huis.

a lowd vboyce, he ſaid, Father, into thinehands J commend 
my ſpirit.

And all the 
people that came together to that light , and law the things 
which had happened, mote their bzeaſts, and returned.

Caiaphas the bigh Pzteſt. Simon Peter llood and war⸗ 
med himſelfe. Then ſaid they vnto him, Art not thou allo 
one of his Diſciples :Hee denied it, and laid, Jam not. One 
of the leruants of the high Pꝛieſt (his couſin whole eare Pe- 
ter \mote off) laid vnto him, Did not J lee thee in the gar- 
den with him: Peter therefoze denied againe, and imme⸗ 
diately the Cocke crew. Then led they Jeſus from Cata- 
phas, into the hall of Judgement: It was in the mozning, 
and they themlelues Went not into the Judgement hall, leſt 
they ſhould bee deliled, but that they might eate the Palle⸗ 
ouer, Pilate then went out to them, and ſaid, What accy- 
ſation bzing you againſt this man: They anſwered and 
ſald vnto him, It hee were not an enilldoer, wee would 
not haue delinered him onto thee. Then ſaid Pilate vnto 
them, Take pee him, and tudge him after your owne Law, 
The Jewestherefoze ſaid vnto hin, It is not lawfull foz vs 
to put any man to death: thatthe woꝛds of Jeſus might bee 
fulfilled which hee lpake, ſignifying what death hee ſhould 
die. Then Pilate entred into the Judgement hall againe, 
and called Jeſus, and ſaid vnto him, Art thou the Bing of 
the Jewes: Jelus anſwered, Sapeſt thou that of thy ſelle, 
oꝛ did other tell it thee ol mee: Pilate anlwered, Am Ya 
Jew : Thine owne Nation, and high Pꝛieſts haue deliuered 
thee vnto mee: what haſt thou done; Jeſus auſwered, My 
Kingdome is not of this wozld.
